A Term Coined by Seed Vendors and 
May Be Misleading. 


A despatch from Ollawa sys: Pur- 
chasers of red clover, alsike and timothy 
secds who want a good clean article 
should see to it thal the Seeds they buy 
are clearly represented by & reliable 
by being 
“No, 1," “Prime,” . “Fancy,” 

“x or such other designation for 

which a special standard of purily is 

fixed in Section 4 of the Seed Control 

‘Act, 

“Government Standard" is a term 
coined by seed vendors and may be mis- 
leading unless clearly undenstood. Sec- 
tion 4 of the Act fixes a slandard of 
qualily in respect to weed seeds, below 
which timothy, alsike and red clover 
seeds are not allowed to be -sold for 
seeding, either by farmers or seed mer- 
chants, This standard allows of tho 
weed seeds narfied in the Act about 90 
in one ounce of red clover, 200 in one 
ounce of alsike, or 400 in one ounce of 
timothy seed. It is to seeds that will 
pass this lower standard, bul are not, 
sufliciently clean Yo grade “No, 1" that 
the term “Government Standard” was 
attached last season. 

Some seed vendors have advertised 

seeds under “Government Seal.” No 

Government seal is used on any seeds. 

offered for-sale in the trade. Some re- 
liable seed houses sell grass and clover 
secds sealed by them and for which they 
alone are held responsible so long as 
the seal remains intact, but not after it 
is broken, z . 
__ To avoid the provisions of Section 3 of 
fhe Act, which applies mainly to seed 
grain, some seed’ vendors represent to 
farmers that, on account of the Seed 
Control Act, they are offering their 
grain for sale for milling or feeding pur- 
poses. If offered for sale for seceding, 
such seed ven_ors are required to make 
¢lear to intending purchasers that the 
Seed contains wild oats, wild mustard, 
cockle, and such other noxious weed 
seeds when they are in the seed. The 
object of the Act is to protect farmers 
who want to protect themselves against 
such weeds.. It provides the means for 
furmers' to buy seed intelligently. Far- 
mers who deliberately buy feed grain 
and use it for seed can scarcely hope for 
legislation that will protect them from 
loss on account of noxlous weeds.

SHORT HISTORY OF ST. PETER’S. 


In 1857 the Rev. D, Wishart was put 
in pastoral charge of St. Peter's 
church, then a frame building in the 
village of Madoc of a somewhat com- 
mon style, and in connection there 
were six stations in Madoc township 
und surrounding district. All told 
there were 57 members. Salary of 
minister was $200, Upto 1872, four 
churebes were built and paid for, the 
church in the village added to and 
tower added with gallery and a school- 
room at the back, In 1873 the great 
fire destroyed the church building and 
only $1200 insurance on church, And 
then another struggle took place, cul- 
minating in 1886 in a church that cost 
the congregation $22,000, and free of 
debt. In 1885 the present church suif- 
ered by fire but was soon renewed, 

At this time the Elders were T, 5S. 
Agur, Adam Allen, Wm. McBeth, 
Samuel Rollins and Horace Seymour 
and A, F, Wood,--the only surviving 
one. Members of Managing Commit- 
tee were J, Harper, George Miller, R. 
R. Casement, Wm. Mackintosh, J. 
Kobertson, F. F. Seymour, Wareham 
Tuller, John W. Allen. 

In the spring of 1896, Mr. Wishart 
resigned on account of ill-health. 
Rev, BE. W. Mackay, who had been 
called by the congregation, was in- 
ducted 6th October, 1896, Up to ihis 
date Mr. Wishart has left a record 
showing that during his pastorate he 
had married over 500 people, baptised 
over 1000, and taken into church 
membership oyer 700, had buried 188, 
of which 12 averaged during the year 


1885, 714 years, Since Rev. E. W. 
Mackay’s pastorsbip there has been 
much activity in the church, a large 
number of additions, but many remoy- 
als caused by many young people seek- 
ing business homes elsewhere and the 
North-west has taken many there. 
The manse, at a cost of about $4000, 
has been built since Mr. Mackay's pas- 
torate and additional improvements 
to the church property.

Hard rubber is not sufficiently 
resilient, but a new compound, called 
elastes, has recently been tried in Eng- 
land, and the results are reported to be 
good. lt consists of a mixture of glue, 
glycerin and chromic salts, dissolved 
together at a high temperature, and 
forced, while still liquid, into the inner 
{ube of the-lire. It is said to give about 
{he same ease of motion as an air-in- 
flated tire. The use of this substance in- 
creases the weight of a wheel from 20 to 
49 pounds, accerding to the size, but an 
offset for this is claimed in the fact that 
extra tires noed not be carried.

Farmer Kills His Own Horses. 


Wanted to Make His Father Thiok Him an 
Object of Persecution in the Community. 


A rather peculiar case has just been 
cleared up by Inspector Rogers, of the 
Attorney-General’s Department. Tot- 
ten A. Hastings, a young farmer, liv- 
ing in the township of Innisfil, Sim- 
coe county, in January last lost two 
valuable horses, which were supposed 
to have died of acute indigestion. At 
least this was what the veterinary 
who was called in gaye as the cause of 
death. Another veterinary at Barrie, 
however, when told of the symptonis, 

ronounced death due-to arsenic. «On 
farck 10 Paris green was found in the 
mangers, and on the door was a card 
on which was written, “I'll call again.” 


Hastings claimed to have tracked the! 


party this time to the railway track, 
On March 20 another visit was made, 
and this time the poisoners apparently 
crawled through an opening in the 
chicken coop. ‘he poison was plenti- 
fully scattered in the apple barrels, the 
wheat and oat bins, and in the man- 
gers. The horses, however, on this 
occasion were not sick. 

Detective Rogers was then sent up, 


and, upominvestigating the particulars | 


of the case, became suspicious at the 
manner in which the poison was dis- 


tributed, as it was quite eyident that| 


whoeyer had done it was well ac- 
quainted with the premises, Neither 
of the dogs abont the house had given 
any alarm of strangers about. The 
detective had also learned that the 
young farmer had never had auy dif- 
ficulties with any of his neighbors, 
With the exception of getting into a 
peal over a stray steer, which be- 
longed to a man living some 14 or 15 
miles distant from his home. Instead 
of finding out the owner of the animal 
and returning it, Hastings had after- 


wards killed it and sold some of the 
meat. 

Pressure being brought to bear upon 
hira, he finally admitted that, because 
ke was unable to giye the owner of 
the steer and his own father any plau- 
sible excuse for the disappearance of 
the beast, he thereupon hib upon the 
plan of poisoning his own horses, so 
that his father would consent to his 
going west in the belief that bis son 
Was a subject of hate and revenge in 
the community.

Dr. Drummond Dead. 


Author of “ The Habitant” and Other Poems 
Succumbs to Paralysis. 


Cobalt, April 6.--Dr. Drummond 
died at 10.40 this morning. He was 
familiarly known as the habitant poet 
and author, He went to Cobalt ten 
days ago from his home in Montreal, 
and was stricken with paralysis and 
never recovered consciousness, 

The man who has given to Canada 
such masterpieces in dialect verse as 
“The Papineau Gun” and ‘The 
Wreck of the Julie Plante” was chri- 
ously enough, not of Canadian birth. 
He was the son of an officer of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and was 
born at Currawan Howse, county 
Leitvim, Ireland, in 1854.. He went 
to college, howeyer, at.

Baked Bananas. — Take quite ripo 
bananas, wash them in warm water, cul 
off the ends, and arrange them on a 
shallow dish, and bake very slowly for 
an hour, If baked too quickly the juice 
will evaporate and leave the fruit taste- 
less and dry. Serve hot, with a little 
cream. 

Baked Coffee Custards.—Make half a 
pint of very strong coffee, mix with it 
half a pint of boiled milk, beat two or 
three eggs into it, sweeten, and pour 
info a greased pie-dish. Buke very slow- 
ly till set, scatter chopped almonds over, 
and serve hot or cold. 

Potato pastty is both economical ond 
good, if these quantities are used: Take 
four ounces of cold boiled potato passed 
through a sieve, mix it with four ounces 
of four, two ounces and a half of drip- 
ping, o pinch of salt, and a teaspoonful 
of baking powder. This, when rolled out 
thin, is very good for jam tarts, pies, 
ele. 

Ovange Flavoring.—Take the peel of 
small Mandarin oranges, or the very 
thin rind of any sweet orange, let it dry 
thoroughly, then pound it to a powder 
in a mortar with loaf sugar. Pass it 
through a siéve and place in an air-tight 
beltle or tin. This is a delicious flayor- 
ing for creams, cakes, and puddings. 

Cream of Onion Soup.—Chop 1 pint 
while onions, cook in 2 tablespoons but- 
fer and 1 cup each of water and tomato 
juice until tender. Make 1 pint milk 
sauce by creaming 2 tablespoons each of 
flour and 
cups of milk untit thickened. Press the 
cooked onions through a sieve and add 
{9 the milk sauce; season and simmer 
for 10 minutes. 

Japanese Roll—Make a rich baking 
pewder biscuit dough and roll it out 4 
inch in thickness. Chop cold beef and 
spread on the dough and put bits of 
butter and salt, pepper and a sprinkling 
of flour on the meat; roll up and bake 
in a rather quick oven. 

Yorkshire Pudding.—Beat 3 eggs un- 
lil very light and creamy, add 1 teaspoon 
salt and 1 pint milk and beat again. 
Put % cup of bread flour in a bow! and 
stir the egg mixture slowly into it, beat- 
ing all the time. Bake in hot buttered 
gent pans 45 minutes. Baste with drip- 
pings from roast beef. 

Royal Pudding.—Over six ounces of 
breadcrumbs pour one pint of boiling 
milk, cover till cold, add four ounces of 
caster sugar, lwo ounces of almond 
meal, a fablespoonful of brandy, a few 
drops of ratafia essence, and four well- 
beaten yolks of eggs, Butter and orna- 
ment a mould with candied peel, pour 
in the mixture and steam for an hour 
-and/a quarter. Turn out, and serve wilh 
any sweet pudding sauce. 

Savory Cabbage.—Wash a nice spring 
cabbage, boil it in water with a pinch of 
sall and a little soda. When the vege-

Cleaning Paint Brushes.—So many 
people renovate their own houses now, 
and re-paint and touch up their garden 
railings, ete., that the following hint may 
be of some use.

Whisk the brushes round and round in 
this; change the water, add more soap 
and soda, and so on until the brushes 
are clean; rinse them in warm water, 
and Jeave them standing in cold water 
until uu wish to use them again. If 
they have become dry and hard, rinse 
them in turpentine before washing them. 

To Be Served Hot.—However simple a 
meal may be, there should be no half-

hot. Fish, like soup, cannot be served 
tco hot, and roast meat shoulu Sizzle as 
{he knife makes the first incision. No- 
thing is appetizing when lukewarm. 
Among meats lamb suffers most by be- 
ing carelessly served. It is simply 
spoiled unless served crackling hot, If 
the kitchen range has’ no plate-warmer, 
pul a thick paper on the back of the 
range, or on the bottom of the oven, if 
that is not in use, anu set the dishes to 
be used on the paper, whieh will prevent 
their being cracked by the heat. Vege- 
lable dishes and» sauce lureens can be 
filled with hot water while the vegetables 
ore being prepared. Above all things 
serve gravies as hot as possible, faking 
them from the fire the very last thing.

Gravy for Poullry.—Place the giblets, 
neck, heart, liver, ., of the bird in a 
saucepan with enough water to cover; 
let simmer until the goodness is out, 
then strain, thicken with flour, and add 
a pinch of salt, 

When a savory slew is made and 
there are bits of bread to dispose of, let 
the housewife try the rich effects of sip- 
pels in her stew. First she should take 
her bits of stale bread and cut them in 
pieces, which are fried in clarified drip- 
ping and slipped into the stew, These 
mingle with the gravy, and are a great 
improvement to il. 

Try soaking hams fo be broiled or 
fried in malasses and water before cook- 
ing. About a tablespoonful of molasses 
to a cupful of water should be used, and 
the meat well dried before being put 
over the fire, 

A good floor stain that goes right into 
the wood, and is very durable, is made 
of linseed oil covered with ground burnt 
untber.

Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,n08 reserved, inay be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, or any inale over 18 years of 
AKO, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or leas. 

Entry muet be made personally at the local 
and office for the district in which the land is 
situate. 

The homestoader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least «ix months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the lund in each year for three 
yeare. 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father ie 
deceased) of the bomesteader resides opon a 
farm in the vicinity of the Jand entered for, the 
requireinents as to residence may be satistied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, , 

(3) If the settler bas bis permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by bim in the vicin- 
ity of bia homestead, the requirements as to 
residence may bo satisfied by residence upon 
the said land. 

Six months* notice in writing should be given 
to the Couinissioner of Dominion Lands at OF- 
tiwa of intention to apply for pati nt.

ANYWHERE ELSE.

By the arrest of two escaped conv 
named Grunder and Gerber at Kander- 
slag amazing revelations -have been 
made regarding convict life at the pri- 
son of Thorberg, near the .Town of 
Wassen, Swilzerland. 

In this penal paradise the convicts 
did as they liked. They fared sumplu- 


TEN MILLION POUNDS. ously, liqueurs being one of their lux- 


uries, and the accommodating warders 
allowed them to visit the cafes and 
places of amusement in the town. 

Grunder and Gerber were the “favor- 
ites’ at the prison because they had 
money, which they spent freely on 
wines and tobacco, sharing them with 


the other prisoners and the wardens, 
Finding their resources diminished, 
however, they secured “leave of ab- 


sence” from the prison in order to ob- 
fain funds by highway robbery and 
burglary. 

They “worked” the entire Emmenthal 
Valley, and were returning to Thorberg 
with their booty when arrested. Both 
convicts denied vehemently that they 
intended escaping, declaring thal they 
were never so comfortable as in prison. 
In his defence Grunder related a re- 
markable story of life in the prison. In 
proof of his honesty he recalled that 
on one occasion the ohief warder allowed 
him to go to Wassen, where he bought 
five gallons of wine, tobacco, cheese, elc, 
On his return he was censured Tor not 
buying schnapps for the coffee as well, 
and early the next morning he went 
Lack. to’ the flown and purchased two 
quart bottles.

DISASTER. 


A New Safety Revolver—Fate of tho 
Maker of First Aluminum 
Vessel.

“You see this locking device makes 
the trigger absolutely safe,” observed a 
yeung Palermo mechanic to a friend to 
whom he was showing a new safely re- 
velver, which he was about to patent. 
“Unless you know the secret, you can- 
nol make the hammer drop, ‘Try it and’ 


sce for yourself.” 


The other took the pistol and began 
fingering it. Next moment there was a 
loud report, and the inventor dropped 
dead with a bullet clean through his 
throat. 

“Inventors,” says an old proverb, “die 
poor.” There are many cases where 
worse has happened, and their inven- 
tions have proved the death of the men 
who invented them. Pliny relates that 
in A.D. 40 a workman brought to the 
Emperor Tiberius a cup made of a bril- 
liant white metal, which shone like sil- 
ver, but was much lighter, The man 
that he had extracted the metal 
from clay, 

The Emperor inquired if any_one else 
knew, the secret, Hearing that the inven- 
tor had kept it to himself, and reflecting 
that this discovery would infallibly re- 
duce the value of silver and gold, he at 
once had the workman seized and be- 
headed, and then proceeded to burn his 
workshop. Such was the fate of the 
maker of the first vessel of aluminum. 

THE FIRST SUBMARINE. 

The probability is that the first man 
who ventured afloat on a tree trunk was 
swept down the river and drowned. 
However this may be, it is certain that 
most novelties in navigation have been 
attended with disastrous resulls. Any 
more ghastly man-trap than the first 
submarine tried in warfare can hardly 
be conceived. This was built at Mobile 
in 1863 by the Confederates for the pur- 
pose of breaking the blockade of 
Charlestown Harbor during the Ameri- 
can civil war. 

It was a cigar-shaped shell of boiler 
iron, thiry feet long and six deep. It 
was fitted with a rudder, a propeller 
turned by the crew, and with horizontal 
vanes adjustable for rising and sinking. 
It carried a torpedo at the end of a long 
pole. Her first crew were no sooner 
aboard her than she was sunk by the 
wash of a passing steamer and all 
aboard were drowned. 

A second crew went-for a trial trip, 
and again she sank and drowned them 
all. The third time she reached the 
“Housatonic,” the Federal flag-ship, 
blew her up, and went down wilh her. 


THE FIRST MODERN IRONCLAD,

THE FATAL BRAKE.

A young engi- 
neer named Marelli invented a new 
brake which, he guaranteed, would slop 
a tramear on any incline, however steep. 
Ho filled one to a car, and in company 
with several others entered and started 
it at a great-pace downhill, 

Presently one of the passengers called 
out that they were going too fast. ‘The 
car, as a matter of fact, was travelling 
at thirty miles an hour. Marelli flung 
on his brake too hurriedly, and stopped 
the car so violently thal the passengers 
were all flung in a heap and every win- 
dow broken. ‘The inventor himself was 
hurled into the road on his head, and 
s) badly injured that he never recovered, 

Not long ago a young American mil- 
lionaire with a bent for mechanics 
patented a new fire-box for locomotive 
engines. He got one filled to a locomo- 
live hauling a freight train on the New 
York Central, but on the very first trip 
it exploded, killing both the driver and 
the fireman. 
| It is sald that the first musical conduc- 
ltor to use a baton was the Frenchman, 
Lully. Previous to his time, conductors 
had been in the habit of clapping their 
hands to mark time. Lully found this 
wearisome, so used a stick, not a short 
baton like that al present in use, but a 
pole five feet in length. One day in his 
excitement he brought his baton down 
his foot wilh such force that it 
wounded his instep badly. Blood poi- 
soning ensued, and the first baton 
caused its inventor's death.

‘Twice there were serious at- 
tacks, and though the mill-owners at 
last prevailed, more than a score of lives 
were lost before resistance ended.—Pear- 
son's Weekly.

Synopsis of Canadian North-West. 
HOMEST EAD REGULATIONS 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,not reserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, orany male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 

Entry must be made pexecually at the local 
and office for the district in which the land is 
situate. 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months* residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requirements as to residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, . 

(3) If the settler bas his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by bim in the vicin- 
ity of his homestead, the requirements as to 
residence may be satisfied by residence upon 
the said land, A 

Six months' notice in writing should be given 
to the Commissioner of Dominion Lands at Ot- 
tawa of intention to apply for patent.

Expensive Luxury to the State Which

“To prisons, ' £718,583." That is one 
bald ilem,*says London Tit-Bits, in the 
public expenditure column of England 
and Wales, and it is followed by “Refor- 
matory and Ifidustrial Schools (Great 
britain), £245,248," and another item 
which slands by  itself{—*Broadmoor 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, £34,350." _ 

Add tidese sums together, and we 
find they are within £2,000 of a mil- 
lion sterling. But even this is not the 
full amount paid by the taxpayers for 
the punishment of crime. Irish prisons 
cost £109,440 and Scottish £86,255. As 
the population of the prisons of the 
United Kingdom is, in round numbers, 
22,500, it is plain that each costs the 
nation just about £50 a year. —

Considering that 14,000 prisoners are 
constantly employed at productive 
}work, and that the simple fare provid- 
}€a can certainly be supplied at less than 
Is. a head per day, it would at first 
}sight appear that the {total cost of our 
{prison system is needlessly large. In 
fact, one often hears people say, “Our 
prisons ought to be self-supporting. It 
is all nonsense to mulct the taxpayers 
}sa heavily.” ‘ 

But these people fail to consider that 
the keep of prisoners is, comparatively 
speaking, a quite trifling item of ex- 
penditure, and, as a matter of fact, is 
more than covered by the work whieh 
} the prisoners do. It is the guarding of 
convicls, the keeping of them in safe 
custody, that costs such an enormous 
fumount of money.
